MRMA SUCCESSFUL 
IN SECURING PASSAGE 
OF PROTECTION BILLS 


The Mississippi Retail Merchants 
Association reported its efforts 
were successful in securing the 
passage of two bills by the 1962 
Legislature, designed to protect 
the consuming public. One bill 
strikes at false and misleading 
advertisements concerning the 
quality and true nature of the 
merchandise offered for sale. This 


act prohibits advertising of mer- 


chandise, securities, Service or 


anything offered to the publie for 


sale when the advertisement con- 
tains an assertion or statement of 
fact which is untrue, deceptive or 
misleading. 

The other act, written and spon- 
sored by the Mississippi Retail 
Merchants Association, declares it 
to be unlawful for any merchan- 
dising firm to use the words 
“manufacturer” or “wholesaler”

Hamp Williams, Laurel, presi- 
dent of the Mississippi Retail Mer- 
Chants Association, commented 
that the Mississippi purchaser has 
gained a tremendous advantage 
by the passage of this legislation. 
He stated, "The purchaser now 
may rely on advertisements as 
being truthful, or satisfy himself 
with the full measure of the law. 
The association has advised its 
members of these new laws and 
of the penalties. Penalties range 
from $100 to $500 for each of- 
fense." 

One act takes effect July 1, 
1962, while another becomes ef- 
fective 90 days after its passage 
and both act will be in effect 
within the next three months.
